B k u t a s t , 
June 10.—All 
work 
oloeed and many reBidencee are closely 
barricaded. Mobs are in every street 
prepared for fnrtner acts of violence. 
The Orangemen are greatly incensed at 
the constabulary for firing upon them, 
and threaten to sack their barracks. 
Detachments of soldien and police from 
Dublin are being forwarded to Belfast 
to assist the authorities in restoring or- 
der. 


At midnight a mob of Orangemen 
raided a public house kept by Miss 
O'Hear, and after sacking it, set it on 
Are. The police charged the rioters a 
dozen times with bayonets, but each 
time they were forced back by a volley 
of stones. The police were finally forced 
to take refuge in the barracks, where 
they fired upon the mob from the second 
story windows. The mob, howevOT, held 
their ground twenty minutes longer, al- 
though the firing of the police was heavy 
and inctssant. Scores of rioters w^re 
«wonnded, and it is known positively that 
six women and two men were killed. A 
great many wounded persons were car- 
Tied away by friends, and whether their 
injuries are fatal is not known. Twenty 
of the rioters who received bullet wounds 
are lying in the infirmary. 


A large number of Orangemen who 
took part in the riots were arrested to- 
day. 


The Orangeman of Belfast last night 
wrecked nearly 100 houses, burning two 
of the number. The police killed nine 
persons, among them a widow with two 
children. 
Policemen to the number of 
150 were forwarded from Dublin. 
Shop 
girls and women urged the Orangemen 
on and all were beastly drunk and inde- 
cent on the streets. 


4:80 p. m.—Pour of the rioters who 
were wounded by the police yesterday, 
died to-day, and four others are dying. 
The Orangemen are making large pre- 
paratione and declaring that they will 
have revenge upon the police for firing 
into their ranks. 
The number of po- 
licemen on duty in Belfast this after- 
noon at 3 o'clock, was 1,300. 
A num- 
ber of troops from Newire has arrived 
to assist in maintaining order.

After an Eruption. 
A bold traveler who had the temerity 
to ascend Vesuvius just after slight 
eruptions, and while it was still in a 
state of ferment, thus describes its ap- 
pearance : 


"Not a speck of green, not a bird, not 
an insect; no life—only fields on fields 
of lava and scoriae and ashes. 
The 
silence from time to time was broken. 
but it was only by the low mutterings 
and growlings of the mountain that al- 
ways heralded an upheaval of lava and 
debris. 
Again we bent our steps up- 
words, going zigzag among scoriae and 
lava, passing various 
little 
extinct 
craters, until we came to where the 
moimtain was hot and where white sul- 
phurous smoke was rising all about. 
Here another halt was called, and the 
guide went off to explore. 
He soon 
returned and bade us follow. We could 
not go higher at this point for smoke and 
falling stones, and so he struck across 
the mountain in the Naples direction. 
We soon saw where we were—at the 
formtain-head of two streams of burn- 
ing lava. 
These we must cross before 
we could make a further ascent. 
The 
guide stepped very cautiously on the 
black, cooling crusts of lava, and we 
followed. 
We were surrounded at times 
by sulphurous smoke. 
Our feet felt 
blistered 
in 
our 
boots. 
The 
lava 
creaked and cracked, but we passed 
lightly on. 
A little dog had followed 
us from the hotel; its piteous cries at- 
tracted us. 
The poor creature was 
having its feet sorely burned, so we took 
it up and carried it. 
But now we were 
safely over, and could examine more 
closely the phenomena. We approached 
as near the stream of burning lava as 
its Birching heat permitted. 
We saw 
it issuing from what looked like huge 
black cast-iron cylinders. 
These were 
formed of the outer rim of lava that 
had gradually cooled somewhat and 
hardened. 
The burning mass moved 
constantly, but not equally. 
It seemed 
to pulse and throb in its flowing—to be 
jerked out of the cylinders. 
As it ad- 
vanced down the mountain it grew in 
width and height, because always cool- 
ing and became less liquid, until it ended 
in the great 
piles we first saw. 
I 
think the worst and most dangerous 
part of the whole ascent had now to be 
made. 
This was an almost perpen- 
dicular cone of loose ashes. 
At every 
step we sank to the knees, so our I'rog- 
ress was exceedingly slow. 
Right be- 
low us were the burning streams 
lava, into which it seemed we were 
bound to slide. 
Above us was the cra- 
ter, whose thunderings we could hear 
and whose tremblings at times we 
thought we felt. 
Breathless and ex- 
hausted, we frequently lay down among 
the ashes. 
But at last we gained the 
summit, and all our exertions were re- 
warded. 
Such a sight! The crater of 
Vesuvius! A perfect hell of sulphur, 
fire and smoke, cinders and ashes, and 
red-hot stones; its flooring of hardened 
lava was rent by seams and cracks and 
yawning chasms emitting stifling vapors, 
while in the midst of it all rose the last 
formed central cone of smoking debris, 
belching forth clouds of sulphurous 
vapor, and at intervals, with loud thun- 
derings, and with an effort that shook 
the mountain, throwing like a mighty 
fire fountain showers of rock and scori» 
high into the air. 
Amid the terror of 
the scene there was an element of great 
beauty. 
The rich and varied coloring 
that everywhere prevailed was wonder- 
ful, from the purest white up through 
all the shades of yellow and rich orange 
to deepest reds, the deposits of salts 
and sulphur and iron and chemical 
m atiera.

Between talking and conversation, in 
its finest possibilities, there is ba wide a 
difference as between walking and 
dancing. 
Conversation is one of the 
fine arts, and we venture to assert that 
it is a rarer one than music. There can 
be found a dozen people who can render 
a sonata acceptably, who can produce 
an average drawing or painting or write 
a readable novel, to one who has the 
gift, the grace, the supreme charm of 
conversation. It is the art of arts. It 
necessarily includes all others, not in 
matters of technical knowledge, but in 
their essential elements. 
Only true 
culture—that 
culture 
which is an 
achievement, not an external acquire- 
ment—can produce conversation. Talk 
is cheap, and largely mechanical, and is 
of no importance save as one of tne 
conveniences of existence; but conver- 
sation is a gift of the gods. A woman 
is by no means necessarily cultivated 
because she happens to have studied 
this, or known that, or because she has 
traveled, or lived in a certain grade of 
society. 
True, these things conduce to 
culture, but they do not necessarily 
confer it. 
To know this or that fact in 
history or ia art, to have read a novel, 
or listened to an opera is of littl« con- 
sequence unless there has been a re- 
sponse in mental vigor, unless these 
isolated data give their fine aroma, their 
essence, that enters into and is assimi- 
lated in character and reproduced by 
intellectual activity. The average wo- 
man may be taught to be a pianist, as 
she may be taught embroidery; she 
may be trained to a certain technical 
degree of 
excellence 
in 
pictorial 
art; 
she 
may 
be 
cultivated 
in 
all 
conventional 
forms 
of 
etiquette; but she can no more be 
taught, l)y external means, to be a good 
conversationalist than she can be taught 
to write a novel or a dramatic poem. It 
is the tragedy of life that the general- 
ity of peoi^le have nothing on earth to 
say that is worth tlie saying or hearing. 
They have read the latest novel; they 
have met the reigning social lion. 
But 
what have they to show for it? They 
will inform you that they like—or dis- 
like, as may be—the novel, the opera, 
or the individual. 
And what does that 
signify ? Their personal preferences 
or prejudices are of no possible conse- 
quence. 
But tlie woman who can 
dramatize her impressions—who has 
certain definite reasons for the faith 
tliat is in lier, who can tell you what 
the author means in the novel, or to 
wha#^degrcie tlie artist realizes lyric art, 
or who can define for you something in 
the personality of the reigning social 
lion of the moment- -how rare and how 
l^recious does such a one make the 
hour. 
She brings to life new insights, 
new magnetisms, new forces. 
Conver- 
sation is, too, very largely a spiritual 
relation. 
"With one man," says Emer- 
son, "I walk among the stars, while an- 
other jnns me to the wall." 
Conver- 
sation is stimulated, drawn out, or re- 
pressed and extinguished to a great 
de{j|^'ee by these mutual magnetisms of 
temcerament.—Boston Traveler.

At midnight a mob of Orangemen 


raided a public house kept by Miss 
O'Hear, and after sacking it, set it on 
flre.

The police wore finally forced 
to take refuge in the barracks, where 
they fired upon the mob from the second 
»tory windows. The mob, however, held 
their ground twenty minutes longer, al- 
though the firing of the police was heavy 
*nd inotnaiit. Scores of rioters were 
•wounded, and it is known positively that 
isix women and two men were killed. A 
.great many wounded persons were car- 
Tied away by friends, and whether their 
injuries are fatal is not known. Twenty 


of the rioters who received bullet wounds 
are lying in the infirmary.

took part in the riots were arrested to- 
day.

Complaint of the general decadence 


of things ,are frequently heard, al- 
though if the growlers were brought 
to the point they could not but admit 
that from every point of view it is a 
boon to IITQ in an age like the present, 
fancy making a fire with a flint on 
mornings like these, as people did be- 
fore the invention of matches. 
The 


most inveterate praiser .of times p^st 
must- own that getting up. and .'turning 
on the register for simplicity and com- 
fort beats it hollow. 


However, there being nothing else in 


particular to complain of, an old writ- 
ing-master of New York bewails in the 
public prints the decline and fall of 
penmanship.

however to English^penmanship is that 
it is too uniform. • By pursuing a system 
ail learn to write'^'alike, atid the result 
is a total lack of. individuality. 


Those who. have correspondence with, 


English friends inusfc have observed the" 
close similarity in, the specimens of 
chirographic sfcill brought to their no- 
tice.; The penmanship maybe said-to 
have a/national character. All the let- 
ters are formed upon the same system, 
and there is an1 almost' total absence of 
distinct traits. 


American handwriting is less legible; 


but possesses much more character. If 
it js ^really possible, as many have, 
claimed, to tell much of personal iden- 
tity from penmanship the right field in 
which1.to pursue the study is in this 
country. Hardly any two persons are 
found to write alike, even among mem- 
bers of the same family. In all there' 
is found a variety and independence 
much more interesting than the monofr- 
onoiia legibility of English pencraft.— 
Baltimore News.

After an Eruption. 


A bold traveler who had the temerity 


to ascend Vesuvius just after slight 
eruptions, and while it was still in a 
state of ferment, thus describes its ap- 
pearance : 


"Not a speck of green, not a bird, not 


an insect; no life—only fields on fields 
of lava and scoria) and ashes. 
The 


silence from time to time was broken, 
but it was only by the low niutterings 
and growlings of the mountain that al- 
ways heralded an upheaval of lava find 
debris. Again wo bent our stops up- 
words, going zigzag among scoria; rind 
lava, passing various little extinct 
craters, until wo came to where tho 
mountain was hot and where while sul- 
phurous emoko was rising all about. 
Here another halt was called, arid the 
guide went off to explore. He snon 
returned ftndbadeusfollow. Wo could 
not go higher at this point for smoke nnd 
falling stones, and so he struck across 
the mountain in the Naples direction. 
"We soon saw where we were—at the 
fountain-head of two streams of burn- 
ing lava. These .we must cross before 
we could make a further ascent. Tho 
guide stepped very cautiously on tbo 
black,* cooling crusts of Java, and we 
followed. 
\Vftwereaurroundednttimes 


by sulphurous. smoke. .Our feet felt 
blistered . in 
our boots. The 
lava 


creaked and cracked, but wo passed 
lightly on. 
A. little dog had followed 


us from the hotel; its piteous cries at- 
tracted 
UR. The poor creature was 


having its feet sorely burned, so we took 
it up and carried it. But now we were 
safely over, arid could examine more 
closely: the phenomena. Wo approached 
as near, the: stream of burning lava as 
its scorching heat permitted. We saw- 
it issuing from what looked like huge 
black cast-iron cylinders. These were 
formed of the outer rim of lava that 
had' gradually' 'cooled somewhat and 
hardened. The burning mass moved 
constantly, but not equally. It seemed 
to pulse and throb in its flowing - to bo 
jerked out of the cylinders. As it ad- 
vanced down the mountain it grew iu 
width and height, because always cool- 
ing arid became less liquid, until it ended 
in_the great' piles we'first saw. I 
think the "worst and most dangerous 
part of tho whole ascent had now to be 
made. This was an almost perpen- 
dicular cone of loose uslies. At every 
step we sank to the knees, so our prog- 
ress was exceedingly slow. Eight'bo- 
low us were the burning streams of 
lava, .into which it seemed we were 
bound to slide. Above, us was the era- 
tor,, whoso tlranderings we could hear 
and whose' tremblings at times we 
thought we felt. Breathless and ex- 
hausted,- .we frequently lay down among 
the ashes. But at last we gained tho 
summit, and all our exertions were re- 
warded. Such a sight! The crater of 
Yesuvmn! ' A perfect hell of sulphur, 
fire and smoke, cinders and ashes, and 
red-hot stones; ita flooring of hardened 
lava was rent by scams anil oracUa and 
yawning chasms emitting stifling vapors, 
while in the midst of it all roso the lost 
formed central cone of smoking debris, 
belching forth clouds of sulphurous 
vapor, and at intervals, with loud thun- 
derings,'and with an effort that shook 
the mountain, throwing like a mighty 
fire fountain showers of rock and scoriae 
high into the uir. Amid the terror of 
the scene there was an element of great 
beauty. . The rich and varied coloring 
that everywhere prevailed was wonder- 
ful, from the purest whito up through 
all tho shr-des of yellow and rich orange 
to deepest reds, thn deposits of salts 
and sulphur and iron and chemical

It is the art of arts., .It 
necessarily includes all others, not in 
matters of technical knowledge, but in 
their essential elements. 
Only true 


culture—that 
culture 
which is an 


achievement, not an external acquire- 
ment—can produce conversation. Talk 
is cheap, and largelymechanical, and.is 
of no importance save as one of tne 
conveniences of existence; but conver- 
sation is a gift of the gods. 
A woman 


is by no means necessarily cultivated 
because she happens to have studied 
this, or known that, or because she hns 
traveled, or lived in n certain grade of 
society.

taught, by external means, to be a godc 
conversationalist than shin can be timgh't 
to write a novel or a dramatic poem. Ii 
is the tragedy of life that the general- 
ity of people have nothing on earth to 
sny that is worth tho saying or hearing. 
They have read the latest novel; they 
have met the reigning social lion. Bui 
what have they to show for it? 
They 


will inform yon that they like—or 'dis- 
like, ns may be—the novel, the opera, 
or Iho individual. 
And-wlmt.does that 


signify? Their personal preferences 
or prejudices are of no possible conse- 
quence, 
iiut the woman who can 


dramatize her impressions—who has 
certain definite reasons for tho fnitl. 
that is in her, who can tell you what 
the author means iu the novel, or. to 
whnftlegroe tlie artist realizes Ivriu art, 
or who can define for you something in 
tlie personality of the reigning social 
lion of tho moment—how rare aud how 
precious does such a one make the 
hour. 
She brings to lil'o new. insights, 


new magnetisms, new forces. 
Conver- 


sation is, too, very largely a spiritual 
relation. "With one man," says Emur- 
son, "I walk among the stars, while an-- 
other pins me to the wall.". Conver- 
sation is stimulated, drawn out, or re- 
pressed nnd extinguished to a great 
dt^goo by ^hnse mutual magnetisms of 
temperament.—Boston Traveler.
